London, Feb. 23.—David Lioyd- 
George, chancellor of the exchequer, 
was the chief speaker tonight at a 


meeting of the National Union of 
Women's Suffrage societies. The 
demonstration was called *o urge 
support for an amendment to the 
——— 

government's reform. bill iproviding 


for the granting of suffrage to women | 


on the same linea that jt is given ‘o 
men. The hall was packed with en- 
thusiastic suffragettes, while on the 
platform were numerous members of 
parliament, representative of all “he 
parties, 

Mr, Lioyi-George sald woman suf- 
frage had not been included in the 
‘government bill because the question 
was one on which no party had 
agreed, but that three-fourrhs of the 
Liberal members of the House of 
Commons and two-thirds of the 
members of the cabinet would sup- 
port an amendment to the bill cover- 
ing it. 

If suffrage for women were made 
a government measure, the chancel- 
lor added, both the Liberal party and 
the cabinet would be “hopelessly 
shattered.” But if it were introduced 
a8 @n amendment tothe reform bill 
this would enable all its supporters, 
irrespective of party, to vote for it 
and a suffrage b#ll would be carried 
next year,

to the validity of such marriages, !t 
was the duty of the legislature to find 
some remédy for it. In fact it would 
be the duty of the government to con- | 
fer with the authorities of the Ro- 
man Catholic church so as to remove 
the doubt, as had been done in other 
| countries, 

Byt as to the marriage af two 
Catholics, he declared, neither Bishop 
Yarthing nor Mr, Lancaster should 
put their nose into that affair, This 
he considered purely a matter to be 
dealt with by the Roman Catholic 
church itself,

Objection Taken at American Physi- 
cal Education Association 
Held in Montreal to Old System Al- 
ready Proved a Failure, 


Montreal, Feb. 23—There was con- | 
siderable criticism of the scheme for | 


the administration of the trustee 
board by Lord Strathecma for the In- 
troduction of physical training in 


Canada at today’s session of the con- | 


vention of the American Physical Ed 
ucation Association held in the medi 
cal building at McGill. 

Dr. R, Tait McKenzie, the president 
of the associativa, went so far as [to 
say that if the present plan were 
persisted in, the object# of word 
Strathcona’s generous provision would 
be defeated. 

The Strathcona trust: makes avail- 
able about $20,000 annually* fcr the 


schools of the Dominion, According 
to the plan now being put into opera- 
tion for the administration af the 
trust the physical education of the 


school children is to be carried out on } 


the old drill sergeant lines. 


This it was said had been tried in| 


England. France @nd America, and 
had been abandoned as a failure in 
each country.

Kitchen Woman at Babies Hospital 


Had Placed Oxalic Acid in Food |’ 


She Prepared. 


New, York, Feb. 23—-The 
of eight deaths of babies in the Brook- 
lyn nursery and infants hospital was 
solved, the police say, by the confes- 
sion tonight of Winnifrid Aukers, a 
Kitchen weman at the hospital, ad- 
mitting that she placed oxalic acid 
in the babies milk bottles. 

The alleged confession was obtained 
by a police lieutenant and detective 
after two hours examination of the 
kitchen woman, who had been under 
#urvelllance since the autopsies de- 
veloped the probability that the tn- 
fants had been polsaned,

Ottawa House Spends Day in Con-| Annexation. of Tripoli is Passed

LAURIER WANTS AID

Majority of Members Did Not

Ottawa, Feb. 23.—Several govern- 
ment bills which had previously been 
considered were advanced a stage in 
the Commons today, and ~he House 
then settled down to an all day talk 
on the bill. introduced by Hon, Frank 
Cochrane some time ago to provide 
for federal assistance in the ocon- 
struc'ion of highways, Previous to 
this, however, Hon. G. E. Foster gave 
notice of an important amendment to 


the Manitoba grain act now

Sir Wilfrid Moves Amendment, 

On the second reading Sir Wilfrid 
irjler moved an amendment to the 
highway act, which, while declaring 
in faver of the principle.of the bill 
forth the desirability of such aids 
being given to the various govern- 
ments on the same basis as the sub- 
sidy grants, or in other words, on a 
basis of population. 

Premier Borden declined to accept 
this. He said, however, that he ex- 
pected what the practical working out 
of the plan would be in conformity 
with the terms of the amendment, 
SUl) the government did not desire to 
tle its hands, as that was desirable) 
to confer with the provincial govern- 
ments. 

Opposition members argued tha:
